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NEW HOMES 


Two items for consideration face the 
homebuilder of today which did not con- 
front the homebuilder of yesterday. One: 
higher building costs; Two: The neces- 
sity of reducing household labor to the 
minimum. The former can be done by 
skillful planning, the latter by the intelli- 
gent use of present labor-saving devices. 
One machine can do the work of several 
servants. 

Most homes are divided into three 
principal zones: One: the sleeping zone; 
Two: the domestic work zone; Three: the 
social activity zone. There is no set 
formula for planning a home. No stock 
plan will fit every family or every piece 
of property. But many separate plans can 
be put together to fill your family needs 
and to create a beautiful and livable home. 
Beware, however, of making the home too 
personal as to design. The highly indi- 
vidualized house may not have a good re- 
sale value. Avoid having the living room 
windows face toward the north only as this 
would mean that the room would receive 
very little direct sunlight during the entire 
year. If the main exposure is north, plan 
for a side-window facing east as this ex- 
posure provides sun in the morning and 
shade in the late afternoon. 


SHALL WE HAVE A ONE OR A 
TWO STORY HOME? 

There is very little difference in cost 
between a one and two story house. Where 


FOR TODAY 


the foundation and roof are cheaper in 
the two story home, this is offset by the 
elimination of the stairs and various utili- 
ties which must be carried upstairs in the 
two story home. 

The practical argument in favor of one 
story living is the elimination of stair 
climbing. If your lot is too small in area 
to give you the size house you want in a 
one story structure, you have your choice 
between a story and a half, wherein the 
bedrooms are partially hidden in the roof 
with dormer windows, or of the full two 
story home. In the modern style of design 
where the roof pitch is very flat, the story 
and a half type is varied by building part 
of the house one story and setting the 
bedrooms back so that the street front 
retains the low line of the one story home. 
This is very practical and effective. 

Basements are losing their popularity. 


. The new heating systems are condensed 


and quiet, and they are certainly more 
accessible on the first floor. A room added 
to the garage will give ample storage 
space, eliminating the need for a base- 
ment. 

The trend today is to buy ground 
farther from the city where lots are larger. 
This added area permits space for family 
activities and creates a more interesting 
neighborhood with varied setbacks and 
ample space for plantings. There is also 
the matter of added privacy. 


THE LIVING ROOM 


Home planning usually starts around 
the living room, especially where sunlight 
and view are concerned. Kitchen and ser- 
vice quarters fall heir to the least desirable 
location and other rooms fill in between. 
Today’s living room is friendly and. in- 
formal. It invites you to sit in any chair 
and its fabrics are coarse-woven and col- 
orful. This same treatment applies to walls 
and ceilings, which should be a non-shiny 
texture. Wood,.when properly finished, 1s 
the most friendly material for walls and 
ceilings. The fireplace at one time com- 
manded the most important wall in the 
living room and all the important pieces 
of furniture were grouped around it. But 
with today’s scientific heating plants, with 
the accent placed on indoor-outdoor plan- 
ning, the fireplace is now only a co- 
feature. | 

In today’s plan the: seating is often 


arranged so that one may face the view. 


window with the fireplace on the side. The 


tendency is toward large window areas 


opening onto a rear garden or terrace. 


RUMPUS ROOM AND 
OUTDOOR LIVING ROOM 


Whether the living room as we now 
know it is to be replaced by the rumpus 
room depends upon our willingness to 
break down the formality of the tradi- 
tional living room. The room which opens 
onto the garden porch is now the heart 
of the social activity zone. Here we find 
all manner of game equipment, a refresh- 
ment bar, motion picture projection 
equipment and even such gadgets as an 
electric corn popper and a sandwich grill. 


In an alcove adjoining we will Gade 


only the most comfortable chairs in the — 
house but also bookshelf-lined walls, a 
_ telephone and the radio. The once proud 


living room will then either become a 
sitting room of doubtful use or will dis- 
appear entirely. 


THE KITCHEN 


A step-saving kitchen is the dream of — 
every housewife and with the rapid prog- 
ress being made in prefabrication one 
should be able to select a complete kitchen 
from a catalog, where you will be able to 
choose your favorite color combination — 
with accessories to match. | 


BEDROOMS AND CLOSETS 


Dressing rooms lined with wardrobes 
were a long step ahead of the old fash- 
ioned closet but even these are dated and ~ 
beginning to lose ground. The bedroom 
has become a combination sleeping, dress- 
ing, and sitting room with books, radio — 
and lounging chairs instead of the tradi-_ 
tional five piece bedroom suite. Often an _ 
entire wall is devoted to wardrobes, with _ 


compartments and built-ins designed for — : 


the storage of various articles. Revolving 
clothes hangers which hold fifty garments _ 


will be recessed in a forty-four inch square _ 


space. Another surprise will be a concealed — 
dressing table in the wardrobe. When you — 
open a pair of doors, mirrored on the in- 

side, this dressing table will light up so 


that the toilet articles are visible only when 
the dressing table is in use. Such a bed- 
room can be transformed quickly into a ~ : 
sitting room or study, even the bed could _ 
be recessed in an alcove if desired. This is 


an example of the multi-purpose room, 








HEATING AND AIR CONDITIONING 


The climate inside a home today can 
be regulated at the press of a button. The 
house planner does not need to build for 
any particular weather condition. Many 
new methods of heating are being devel- 
oped. One method is to embed pipes in 
the floor and circulate hot water or steam 
thru them which warms the floor first in- 


stead of the ceiling. Another system places — 


heating units behind hollow baseboards. 
This generates even heat around the entire 
room, as the heat comes thru perfora- 
tions at the top of the baseboard. Then 
there is the circulating system which blows 
either hot or cold air into the room thru 
grilles in the wall. In either system the fuel 
can be gas, oil or electricity. 


EXTERIORS 


The new homes will have simpler lines 
depending more upon good proportion 
and pleasing color schemes rather than up- 
on ornamentation and intricate detail. 
Many people say they would like a modern 
home if it did not have a flat roof, point- 
ing out that a home should not resemble 
an office or factory, most of which have 
- flat roofs. On the other hand, they like 
the features of the modern homes such as 
the large windows, simplicity of plan and 
sleek streamlined appearance. It is pos- 
sible to break the straight lines of a flat 
roof and yet retain all the things they like 
in the modern design as is illustrated in 
many plans in this book. Many things can 
be done, too, with the exterior facing of 
the walls, roof materials and_ color 
combinations. 


REMODELING 


In remodeling, as in building, one 
must have a plan to follow. One should. 
also prepare a complete budget, even 
though it is a one or two year program. 
Then when the entire job is finished it 
will be a cohesive ensemble rather than 
a hit-and-miss contraption like so many 
haphazardly remodeled homes. 

The first face-lifting chore in remodel- 
ing is to replace the front porch with a 
smart entrance canope. These can be 
purchased ready-to-install from many of 
the larger lumber dealers. A porte cochere 
over the driveway is also effective but the 
greatest change of all takes place when the 
old roof is removed and replaced by a 
lower pitched roof with simplified lines. 
Enlarging windows and adding bay win- 
dows is also extremely effective. 

Structural changes in the interior such 
as removing partitions and_ enlarging 
rooms are expensive. But often when ceil- 
ings are high, wood beams can replace 


partitions and the new ceiling made lower 


to cover this construction. If possible, plan 
to make the living room accessible to the 
garden. This can sometimes be accomp- 
lished by converting the intervening room 
into a rumpus room or alcove off the living 
room, and the addition of a garden porch 
or terrace will help tie the house and gar- 
den together. 

The adding of new wardrobes and 
closets, placing two rows of clothes poles, 
one above the other, hanging coats on the 
top pole and trousers on the lower one, 
will double the closet accommodations. 

Old plumbing is a constant source of 
annoyance. It might be wise to consider 


new fixtures for the kitchen and bath, at 
the same time tearing out the old kitchen 
cupboards and replacing them with shiny 
new prefabricated cupboards, ready to 
install. 

Restyling the interior calls for less 
detail. Here again, you can buy an as- 
sembled mantlepiece which will add the 
modern touch to the ancient fireplace. But 
probably the most startling results will be 
achieved by the installation of the large 
window areas which always create a beau- 
tiful and cheerful room. 


HOW TO FURNISH YOUR HOME 


While we may retain much of the 
exterior charm of the period house, today’s 
trend in interior decoration is to furnish 
the main rooms of the house with pieces 
that harmonize with the newer plain back- 
grounds, new fabrics and modern acces- 
sories. Color schemes for informal rooms 
should use clear colors conservatively. 
Dead white and ivory for walls, should be 
avoided. Personal preference in the pre- 
dominating color may be stressed if one 
takes into consideration the lighting of 
the room. Delicate, restful colors should 
be used in bedrooms, with merely a hint 
of the stronger hues..In breakfast rooms 
and play rooms colors may be bright and 
strong. Rich colors, but somewhat muted, 
are the trend in living room and den. 
Naturally, the selection of the color 
scheme for each room depends a great 
deal upon the furniture to be used. 

_ Three or four general principles must 
be observed in decorating. The first is bal- 
ance, which means not only that the furni- 
ture must be well distributed in a room, 


but that the color, design and even the 
textures of the materials used must be so 
distributed that there is a sense of rest- 
fulness and harmony. 

It is important in a living room or den 
to have the seating arranged so that small 
groups may be seated without moving 
chairs around. The furniture should al- 
ways be plotted on the preliminary house 
plans so that one knows just where the 
articles will be placed. If necessary to 
achieve your effect, this is the time to move 
the location of that door or window. This 
does not mean that all furniture has to be 
placed against walls. There are newer 
ways, particularly the arranging of furni- 
ture in groups. Be sure passageway is left 
thru the room so that one may move freely 
from one room to another. 


DO'S AND DON’TS IN FURNISHING 


Always use plain draperies with large 
figured wall paper, along with a plain or 
inconspicuous over-all pattern rug. With 
plain walls and a plain carpet, floral drap- 
eries and figured upholstery may be used. 
Antiques can be mixed with modern 
pieces, but it is a job for the expert rather 
than the amateur decorator. Avoid plac- 
ing all the heavy pieces of furniture at 
one end of the room, neither should all the 
color be massed in one place. Don’t over- 


crowd rooms. Keep your pieces in scale: 


a large chair must have a large table. 
Large, straight pieces of furniture should 
never be placed across the corner of a 
room, but either against the walls or at 
right angles to them. Don’t get furniture 
too large for the room. 


SELECTING YOUR SITE 


In the selection of a piece of property 
for a home site, one must consider the 
proximity to schools, shopping centers and 
public transportation service. Be sure that 
the contour of the ground is such that 
surface rain water from adjoining prop- 
erty does not run toward your house. It 
always makes for a more pleasant living 
arrangement if one can select a site which 
will allow for sunshine in the garden and 
breakfast room in the morning and shade 
for the porch and garden in the afternoon. 

Before buying a homesite the assess- 
ment situation, both present and future, 
should be carefully investigated. Deter- 
mine whether sewer and other public 
utilities have been made available to the 
property. : 

Location on a minor street is prefer- 
able rather than on a major or heavily 
traveled highway. It is easy to modernize 
your home when it becomes outmoded, 
but it is very difficult to modernize a 
neighborhood, so in selecting your site, 


look for a pleasant and progressive neigh- 
borhood. 


CAN WE AFFORD AN ARCHITECT? 


Whenever the subject of homebuilding 
is discussed, one question almost invari- 
ably will arise: “Can we afford an archi- 
tect?” To this question there is only one 
answer: “You cannot afford to build a 
home without an architect.” This may 
seem a broad statement, but the accep- 
tance of this truism will save the home 
builder many hours of regret in the future 
and many dollars of wasted expenditure 
in the present. There are dozens of con- 


siderations to be taken into account at 
the outset if one is to realize the ultimate 
pleasure of living in his home. The average 
family builds but one home. The average 
architect has built hundreds and is forti- 
fied by this experience to lead you away 
from many natural pitfalls awaiting the 
one-time builder. The conscientious archi- 
tect will employ every money-saving de- 
vice he knows without the sacrifice of 
ultimate and lasting beauty and utility 


DO’S AND DON TS IN BUILDING 


Do arrange the rooms so that passage 
may be made from one part of the house 
to another without the necessity of going 
through the living room or past a living 
room door. 

Don’t plan the entrance door to expose 
all of the living room every time the door 
is opened. 

Do plan plenty of closet space and ar- 
range the space for the greatest utility. 

Do plan floor, door and window space 
for twin beds. 


Don’t practice false economy in such 
permanent and necessary installations as 
the plumbing. 

Do plan the correct exposures for each 
room. 

Don’t install fireplaces as a matter of 
convenience but with full consideration to 
position for “draw.” 

Do provide for future additions with- 
out drastic and expensive alterations or 
unnatural changes to the original elevation. 

Do provide in the original plans 
enough conveniently located electric out- 
lets to meet any occasion. 
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: «THE NEW HAVEN? 


3 This country home combines the historic charm of the colonial with modern planning. 
This is one of those interiors where you expect to see bright colored chintz sofas and 
| draperies against a soft blue or green background, and the garden porch with yellow and 
white. striped canvas furniture against a green painted wall and ceiling. The plan is very 
practical, especially the accessibility of the kitchen to the various rooms. The sitting room 
can either be the spare guest room or the den. The living and dining rooms are the semi- 
open plan which is modern without being exotic. The exterior walls are wood siding except 


the porch wal which is whitewashed veneered brick. 
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“THE VETERAN” 


The average “Dream Home’”’ is getting smaller each day principally because building 
costs are higher and the experts say you should not spend more than twice your yearly 
income for a new home. Fortunately, there is no rule that says good taste is governed by 
income. This home is influenced by cost and is reminiscent of what the war hero saw during 
his various stops around the world. 

The plan is very compact with a large leisure room and breakfast bar. The walls in the 
living room are covered with grass cloth, the ceiling is wood, painted coffee color. The 
windows are covered on the outside with “‘jalousies’”’, an adjustable shutter-awning, and the 
lattice detail at either side of the entrance has a definite South Pacific influence. 


This house would be attractive with a rich brown dado, white walls and roof and 





a yellow doorway. Then, to complete the picture, yellow marguerites should be planted 





along the front. 
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“THE VERSAILLES” ; 


The traditional French country house is still one of the most popular of the formal 
styles. The degree of formality will depend upon the materials used and the landscaping. 
The plan expresses the same smart styling and balance as the exterior, however, the 
o furnishing of the den and living room can be made very friendly by the use of bright chintz 
_and other spots of color. The living room bay makes an excellent starting point for a small 

intimate garden. The second floor is very compact with two bedrooms facing the garden and 
a sitting room which can easily serve as the third bedroom, and, if required, a maid’s room 
could be added on the first floor. A basement is planned under the entrance hall and would 


be accessible by a stairway under the main stairs. 
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«THE FLAMINGO” ~~ 


The name alone suggests an interesting color scheme of coral and white. This city 
house would be a very exciting addition to a street of row houses. It is planned for a forty foot 
lot and would be especially charming if set back about ten feet from the building line of 
the adjoining houses. The living room view onto the garden porch can be made very 
interesting by a gay fresco or plant arrangement on the end wall of the porch. The kitchen 
is on the street front, with the laundry and drying yard to the rear of the garage, however 
the kitchen is shielded from the entrance with a high wall. The material to be used on the 


roof could be slate if the house were in the north or clay shingle tile if the location were 
south. 
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«THE NEW CAPE COD” 
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a The early settlers of New England never heard of the word garage or streamlined 


kitchen, but they did instill a warmth in their homes which has lasted through the years.

Many of us would like to combine the new with the old and it was this desire that prompted 
the planning of this home. The plan retains the features of outdoor living with wardrobe 
= type closets and streamed kitchen and bath. The living room has the colonial mantel piece 
Ps simplified and the walls, ceiling and woodwork are all painted a soft Georgian blue. The 
ee furniture is of very simple but comfortable design covered with rough textured fabrics, 
yellow being the prevailing color of the upholstering with a neutral color carpet. 
ee The exterior mouldings have been made very plain and the usual colonial cornice has 
been ‘eliminated. This is a modernized story-and-a-half Colonial Home. 
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“PASADENA” 
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The basic theory of modern design is to create a pleasant but simple background for 
a plan built around today’s activities in a home. This arrangement permits the owner to drive 
into the garage and enter either the front door or kitchen door under the protection of 
overhanging roofs. The various rooms are accessible from the entry hall. This home could be 


built close to the street to allow a larger area for outdoor enjoyment, especially since

to the station wagon in rainy weather and provides a shelter for the various farm chores. 
An outdoor walk-in-refrigerator, storage room and wash-up room all help to make this 
a practical work-zone.- ; e 

: The ceiling of the rambling living room is of pickled pine and the walls are plaster with 
a slight texture, with wide oak planking for the floor. The fireplace and part of the exterior 
wall will be of field stone laid ashlar style combined with large shingles stained a weathered 


‘= white. The roof should be of thick shingles stained dark brown. 
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“LA RUE” ~ 


The small home owner can enjoy many of the niceties usually associated with the 
large country estates without the tremendous upkeep, especially if particular care is given 
to the planning of the leisure areas. 

This is a roomy small home with a friendly kitchen, which opens onto the garden 
terrace and the refreshment bar. The terrace in summertime is covered with a red and 
white striped awning, supported on an iron frame, which can be removed in wintertime to 
encourage the sun to warm the “leisure-room.”’? This is the kind of terrace on which you 
would want to use a portable barbecue that can be rolled around on the porch or into

In a vacation cottage one can not afford to waste space. Consequently, every economy 
was considered in this plan, such as placing the bathroom next to the kitchen plumbing, 
combining the living room chimney with the outdoor fireplace and the combination living 
room and dining alcove which provides an extra large leisure space where at night sofas can 
be converted into over-night accomodations. 

The entire house could be placed on a concrete mat and the walls made of rough pine 
boards, whitewashed on the outside and stained a lemon yellow on the inside with white 
ceilings and bright colored chintz at the windows.

This small home was planned to fill the needs of a family with two growing boys. It is 
arranged so that they can come in and go to their own room without entering the front of | 
the house.

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“SUN VALELEY”. 


Today, more than ever, waste space must be put to work and to get the maximum use 
of rooms they should be planned for multiple functions at different times of the day and 
night. The garage here houses the frozen food locker, the laundry equipment, and the space 
over the hood of the car is used for storage. The library is the guest room at night and the 
kitchen is the family dining room. When there are several dinner guests the food is served 
buffet style from the kitchen and small tables are set up in the living room. The bathroom 
is accessible from the hall, eliminating the necessity of a powder room for guests. The gar- 
den terrace opening both from the living room and the kitchen provides for convenient 
outdoor meals. Outdoor living will become more popular due to the use of “DDT” in porch 


paint and a new electric light which insects try to avoid. 
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This is a fascinating .concept of the formal suburban home with a colorful front 
garden partially protected from the street with the modern lattice grille and with the two 
story part of the house set back to avoid street noises. 


The entire house is planned around a circular stairway which is seen from the front 


door and which also serves as the entrance to the garden. This arrangement gives seclusion 


to the garden terrace and the large windows in the living room and dining room provide an 


unobstructed vista into the garden. While the plan gives the impression of a large home, 


the floor area of the two floors is extremely modest. 


The entrance hall and living room walls, ceilings and wood work would be very pleasant 


_ painted a soft green, using yellow draperies and a dark green carpet. The dining room should 
have a wainscot mould about 27 inches high with Chinese wall paper on the balance of 


: the walls. Grey and yellow with small accents of green are always pleasing in a dining room. 
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“THE ARLINGTON” toe 


Not so long ago it was considered good planning to have a large front porch, with the 
living and dining rooms facing the street and with the kitchen and laundry yard occupying 
the entire backyard. Today’s planning changes the backyard into what is now called the 
garden front and the house is turned around with the main rooms facing the garden and 
only the front door and garage facing the street. 

The “Arlington” is thus planned with the service door for deliveries opening onto the 
front garage court and the laundry door into the rear service yard, where the incinerator, 
laundry yard and wood shed are located. The kitchen is provided with an electric garbage 
disposal and the laundry is equipped with an electric clothes-dryer. This is a four bedroom

“THE BARBECUE” 


‘‘A picnic in your own garden” should be the title of this picture. While the sketch 
indicates a summer house with fireplace, barbecue and refreshment bar, it does not mean 
that the same delicious flavor cannot be obtained by using more modest outdoor cook- 


ery, if desired. 


The secret of barbecuing is to build the right kind of fire. The best fuel is hickory, 


oak, or charcoal, and for best results in grilling a steak the fire should be about seven 
inches below the meat. Don’t put the meat on until the flame has turned to glowing coals. 
Sear the steak quickly on both sides and baste with barbecue sauce made of olive oil, 
vinegar, salt, pepper, garlic or grated onions. Turn the steak frequently but do not punc- 


ture the crust as this will permit the juices to escape.
